Much of the success or failure of unification 
depends on the collaboration of these four men. 
There are some who believe that, rather than 
unifying anything, unification will compound con­ 
fusion and sharpen tha inter-service rivalry. If 
th* taani of Forrestal St Co. operates like the 
partnership It ii supposed to be, these critics will 
have to changa their minds.

10,526 measured 
up to specifications, were trained 
and put Into service. 
Some of 
the dogs 
were pur­ 
chased. Their average price 
uhs 
around 
$50. 
Some were donated 
by patr Hic owners. 
“Dogs for Defense” contributed 
a large number. It was a private 
organisation 
headed 
by 
Mrs. 
Eileen 
Erlanger 
of 
New 
York, 
who later served as an adviser 
to 
K -9 
because 
of 
her 
expert 
knowledge of dogs. 
All K-9 recruits had to weigh 
about 50 pounds and be from 23 
to 24 inches high at the shoulder.

at time of enlistment. 


ORIGINALLY five breeds were 
acceptable. 
These 
were

Belgian shepherd. Doberman 1

Aggression

It’s Hard To Pin Down In Words 
\ 
T THE Rio conference of the American Re­ 
publics, an old international teaser has risen 
again; When do friendly nations go to each oth­ 
ers’ help? 
Time and again nations have tried to define ag­ 
gression so they would be agreed at w hat point 
to gang up and stop a w arm aker. 
T hat seems 
simple enough to a layman. 
But the League of 
Nations spent months arguing the question and 
got nowhere. 
Russia's foreign comm issar of the 
day, Maxim Litvinoff, pressed for an agreem ent 
that would send the member states out after any­ 
one who: 
► Declared war on another state. 
►Invaded another nation. 
►Attacked the territory, vessels or aircraft of 
another nation. 
► Set up a naval blockade. 
►Supported 
armed 
bands active in 
another 
country or refused to take steps at home to deny 
aid to such bands. 
Litvinoff failed in the League. 
But under him 
In 
the 
30’s,t Russia 
put 
the 
provisions 
into 
treaties w i t h 'Romania, Estonia, Latvia, Poland, 
Turkey, Iran and Afghanistan. 
Some now think that, if the League had ap­ 
proved th© Litvinoff plan, we might have pre­ 
vented World W ar II. 
The rules could have been 
invoked against Germany in Spain, Austria and 
Ciechosiovakia. 
And, ironically, with Litvinoff ill and in the 
discard, today s Russia probably would be ad­ 
judged the culprit under his formula. 


T H E ID E A of defining aggression got a little 
flesh on its bones at the 1945 Chapultepec Con­ 
ference. 
There the American republics did prom ­ 
ise to stop any nation whose troops crossed in­ 
ternational borders in the Western Hemisphere. 
The idea came up at the San Francisco confer­ 
ence of tile United Nations, but failed. 
Now the republics gathered at Rio have been 
asked again to decide when aggression starts. 
Cuba's Guillermo Belt started it with a request 
for action against “economic aggression’’. 
T hat 
shot was fired at the United 
States, 
which, 
through a recent sugar act, permits the secre­ 
tary of agriculture to limit U. S. purchase of 
sugar wherever a nation refuses American citi­ 
zens fair treatment. 
That worries Cuba, because 
her welfare rises and falls on her sales of sugar 
to the U. S. 
But Belt's demand Is a perfect example of the 
difficulty of defining aggression, which has b i­ 
corne so varied and so fancy. 


IN E V E N I N G let-your-hair-down sessions, diplo­ 
mats have asked each other; 
► Was it aggression when Germany broadcast 
war propaganda to th© Germans in Czechoslo­ 
vakia? 
► Was it war when Italy sent troops into Ethi­ 
opia after a small shooting at the Wai-Wal water 
hole? 
►Was it war when the Japs said the Chinese 
bombed a railroad at Mukden? 
The Japs moved 
in to “protect” the railroad, and later took all of 
Manchuria, while the League debated whether 
it was war. 
The time which such debates fake is one thing 
which worries th© small nations. 
They would 
like a sort of international alarm clock to ring 
when war has started, and they have thought a 
list of aggressive acts would he the answer. 
But the U. S. doubts the value of rigid list. 
W© argue that the start of war today can take 
such varied forms that the Americas should have, 
rather, an agreement for quick consultation to 
determine whether war has started. 
Observers here think the Americas have a bet­ 
ter chance than usual to agree on some formula 
that will shorten the lag betwen the start of war 
and the rallying of the peaceful nations. 
If they 
succeed, the warning sign will be hoisted higher 
against land-grabbers and government wreckers.
